Then there is ‘the demand for a “revolu- 
tion” in the preparation of teachers. The 
standards for certification in some states 
are so technjeal and. trivial “as to make it 
unlikely that. those,with a first-class liberal 
education would even apply, or be eligible 
if they did.” This’ echoes the conclusion 
stated recently in The Atlantic that it is 
possible to obtain a Ph.D. in education with- 
out, having mastered enough solid knowl- 
edge to graduate from a college of liberal 
arts and sciences. 


Familiarity with effective classroom meth- 
ods, of course, is conducive to good teaching. 
But the teachers’ colleges have carried this 
to an excess. The report therefore urges a 
sweeping away of “snap” courses as well as 
a revision of certification standards. 

Little will be accomplished, however, with- 
out more money for a good number of years. 
The report sees no alternative to federal aid. 
But a quick glance from this document to 
the record of Congress to date justifies the 
observation of Marion B. Folsom, retiring 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare: 

“There are signs that too much of our in- 
terest and’ concern was a flash reaction rather 
than a firm dedication to making our educa- 
tional system a superlative vehicle for indi- 
vidual development and democratic advance- 
ment.”

Of the hundreds of education bills intro- 
duced in this session, only three still sur- 


' vive—and only one of those seems to have 


a fair chance of adoption. This is the $980,- 
000,000 proposal of Representative Carl El- 
liott,.an Alabama Democrat. It would create 
25,000 science scholarships, grant $60,000,000 
for science, mathematics and language equip- 
ment, and set up a $200,000,000 student loan 
fund. After lengthy hearings, this bill still 
is in committee and new amendments, in ad- 
dition to a number already under considera- 
tion, are threatened. 


Then. there is a bill offered by Representa- 
tive Frank Thompson Jr., New Jersey Demo- 
crat, calling for $1,500,000,000 for school con- 
struction in the next three years. It virtually 
revives the recommendation made by the 
President last year. It has some Republican 
support, but none from the White House. And 
there also is a bill, introduced by Democratic 
Representative Lee Metcalf of Montana, which 
would provide $1,000,000,000 in school assist- 
ance the first year, increasing to $3,000,000,- 
000 in the fourth year. The states would be 
allowed to follow their discretion in using 
the money for construction, salaries or equip- 
ment. 

These two bills are even farther from the 
House floor than the Elliott measure. And 
that faces an indefinite delay in view of the 
desire of the chairman, Representative Gra- 
ham A. Barden, North Carolina Democrat, to 
give priority to a labor bill. And beyond the 
House lies the Senate. 

It might be an accomplishment in itself if 
the Rockefeller report could speed up this 
snail's pace. 


Alaska Before the Senate 


If the Senate wants to see Alaska become 
a state it will follow the sound advice of Sen- 
ator Jackson of Washington and pass with- 
out change the admission bill which the 
House approved, 208 to 166. And why should 
the bill be passed without change? First, be- 
cause it ig a good, adequate bill which serves 
the purpose of bringing Alaska into the 
Union.’ Second, if the Senate makes any 
changes, the bill willbe returned to the 
House where Chairman Smith of the House 
Rules Cofmmitteé would starid a good chance 
of getting his hands on it. And it was Vir- 
ginia’s Howard Smith who kept the bill bot- 
tled up for 10 months—until Alaskan state- 
hood backers invoked the privileged status 
rule that applies to admission bills and thus 
bypassed the committee. 

Let the Senate debate the question of 
Alaska for any reasonable length of time 
and then vote on the’ House version. The 
alternative of adding amefidments runs the 
risk of losing the grotin@ that has been so 
laboriously won. No fiends of Alaska will 
invite that unhappy result.

“The bill, if passed, is one 
that all sports can live with, 
but it is in no sense a license,” 
said Baseball Commissioner

“The House has expressed 
its confidence in American 
sports. It is now up to us to 
demonstrate that the confi- 
dence is not misplaced.” 

Similar praise of the legis- 
lation was voiced by National 
Pootball Commissioner Bert 
Bell, Minor League Commis- 
sioner George Trautman and 
Clarence Campbell, president 
of the National Hockey League.

4. Regulation of rights to 
broadcast and telecast reports 
and pictures of games. 

5. The preservation of public 
confidence in the honesty of 
sports contests (through com- 
missioners’ offices). 

The bill preserves the rights 
of players to bargain collec- 
tively and have their own 
player organizations. 

Celler Attacks. Bill, 

Celler attacked the House- 
passed proposal as a boon to 
club owners whose promises, 
he said, “aren’t worth a tink- 
er’s damn.” 

Baseball was declared im- 
mune from antitrust laws 
under a Supreme Court ruling 
in 1952. However, the court 
ruled last year that profes- 
sional football was subject to 
the antitrust laws, and sug- 
gested that Congress might 
want to legislate uniform treat- 
ment for all professional sports.

Meanwhile, a more reflective 
and honest look at Washington 
is probably in order. The nea- 
tion is criticizing the capital 
severely — and may have to

merely a mirror of the nation 
itself. 

It may magnify or distort 
the nation’s image of itself, but 
it is reflecting and not creat- 
ing something of its own. 

The nation admires person- 
ality mare than it does wisdom, 
and Washington dramatizes this 
fact by displaying, at the very 
pinnacle of the Government, 
the very symbol of our own 
“cult of personality,” President 
Eisenhower. 

The nation has concentrated 
on the mastery of techniques, 
often to the detriment of sub- 
stance, and Washington reflects 
this, too, for it has produced a 
list of presidential candidates 
for 1960 who are, almost to a 
man, not political philosophers 
but political mechanics. 

The nation has simultaneous- 
ly proclaimed moral virtue and 
tolerated slack personal ethics, 
and Washington has produced, 
in the Adams case, a walking 
symbol of both. 

Maybe this is what is meant 
by “representative govern- 
ment.” A nation rewards what 
it admires and perpetuates 
what it rewards. It may not 
like what it gets in the end— 
usually doesn't—but it cannot 
put all the blame on the peo- 
ple who represent its own 
defects. especially since they 
still have to govern the coun-

FLAT ROCK, N.C., 
June 25 (AP). 
CARL SANDBURG stood on 
the bare front porch of his high 
mountain home and considered 
the question. 


What's it like to be famous? 


“It’s like a communicable 
disease—nothing can be done 
about. it.” 


The poet grinned and wagged 
his snow-thatehed head. 


“Say, that’s good! It’s like a 
eommunicable disease — noth- 
ing can be done about it.” 


He stood there—still think- 
ing about it—a tall, lean old 
man whose blunt features are 
familiar from a thousand pho- 
tographs in newspapers, ma- 
gazines and books. 

“But it’s kind of nice,” he 
mused in his deep, slow tones. 
“When I walk down a street, 
people smile toward me as 
though they know me and like 
me. 


“I've got accustomed to 
nodding every so often to a 
complete stranger as though 
we were old schoolmates. Plain 
folks who wouldn't think of 
bothering you—but they feel 
they know you and they smile.” 

Sandburg won a Pulitzer 

Prize in 1940 for his volume, 
“Abraham Lincoln: The War 
Years,” _ another 10 years 
later for “Collected Poems” 
covering the whole range of 
his poetry. 
Now, he’s slowing down. His 
public appearances are rarer, 
his writing comes more slowly. 
But there’s plenty of pepper 
in him yet. ‘ 


He says he is living the 
life of Riley on his farm. 


Here he pets his goats, 
strums his guitar and sings 
f in the twilight and 


scribbles notes or just blinks 
in the sun at his favorite 
spot that he calls “the rock.” 


He sits on top of his steep 
hill, joking with friends and 
newsmen who journey to see 
him, tossing barbs at modern 
poetry—“The poets ain’t doing 
so good”—and snorting indig- 
nantly—“It’s a helluva note 
that Russia is setting the pac 
in scientific achievements.”
